did, 
before we began gelling them from 


the south and from under glass. There 
were some broilers seatiered along before 
or nfter. but most of them came into mar- 
ket in the late spring and early summer. 
Years ago, and not so very many either, 
20 years or IG, there was a pretty well 
defined bsoiler season, lasting a mouth or 
sis weeks. Then came cold storage, ami 
by Ihat means the broiler season was ex- 
tended two or three months or more. 
Some part at least of the surplus broilers 
that would otherwise have been permit- 
ted to grow into spring chickens were 
killed and put away in the cold storage 
houses to In? drawn on at. required, ami 
so the broiler season, or the period in 
which broilers could be procured, was 
materially lengthened. 


Then came what is known as the hot- 


house broiler, an incubator batchetl chick- 
en, raised in H brooder. \Yith cold stor- 
age the natural broiler season had boeu 
prolonged: with incubators it was antic- 
ipated, airfTfinally it was lengthened in- 
definitely. 
There ure now scattered in 


various parts of the country hundreds of 
poultry farms using incubators that are 
devoted solely to the production of broil- 
er chicken* for the market, some of thorn 
large establishments, one in a western 
state turning out 100.000 broilers in a 
year. The broiler farms have their sea- 
sons of greaiesit production, but there 
are more or less hothouse broilers, raised 
at all seasons, .-o that it is possible now- 
adays to huv fresh broilers every day iu 
the year.—New York Sun.

Doubtless every one has observed while 


traveling

train 
That the trees or 


house* in the distance appear to he 
speeding alunic in the same ilirpction as 
the train, \\hilp the nearer objects arc 
fa^t receding. Many, too. have observed 
that tho rup of a level wall built on a 
«1eep incline appears to slope upward 
in a contrary direction to the hill itself 
at nearly ihe ^ame angle to the apparent 
level, and some have curiously regarded 
the jrlinstlike jrlidin,^ and vanishing of 
dark shadows wliilo pas>incr a double ro\v 
of fpueins. but the following are not so 
commonly I'emai ketl:

Mammoth Cave. 


It is not commonly known that for 


many years after the discovery of Mam- 
moth cave the entire work of exploration 
was practically in the hands of negro 
slaves, the property of the man who own- 
ed the cave. Sometimes th"y would come 
to an obstacle that barred the passage, 
such a.s a great limestone rock or n yawn- 
ing crevasse across the way. Such obsta- 
cles would often stop exploration in thnt 
direction foi years, though beyond thc 
obstruction there were likely to lie scores 
«f beautiful chambers and many miles of 
passageway s. 


Thus it happened that for years nothing 


was known of that large part of thc cave 
lying beyond tho abyss unincd thc Bot- 
tomless pit. This obstruction was known 
for over -" years before it was crossed.

There had never 
been before him in the world such a 
Son of Man. His claim was not that he 
was a son of man. nor the son of a 
man. but The Son of Man. of all men, 
of the human race, of humanity. 
"There is something-," says P. \V. Rob- 
ertson, "exceedingly emphatic in that 
expression. Son of Man. Our Master is 
not called the Son.of Mary, but as ir 
the blood of the Vhole human race 
were in his veins he calls himself the 
Son of Man. Thex: is a universality 
in the character of Christ which you 
find in no other man. 
Translate the 


words of Christ into what country's 
language you will, he might have been 
the off-spring of that country. 
Dat<- 


ihem by what century of the world you 
will, they belong to that century as 
much as to any other. There is nothing 
of nationality about Christ. There is 
nothing of that personal peculiarity 
which \ve call idiosyncrasy. There is 
nothing peculiar to any particular age 
of the world. He was not tfce Asiatic. 
He was not the European. He was not 
the Jew. He was not the type of that 
century, stamped with its peculiarities. 
He was not the mechanic. He was not 
the aristocrat. But he was the man. He 
wa? the child'of every age and every 
nation. His was. a life, wprld-wide. His 
was a heart pulsating with the blood of 
the human race. He reckoned for his 
•ancestry the collective myriads of man- 
kind. Emphatically he was the. Son of 
Man. 


Now Avas there anything in the en- 


vironmcnt of Christ to make out of 


the sea of Galilee "ihey that were in 
the ship came and worshiped him say- 
insr. of a iruih ihou art the Son of 
C<uJ." 
< Matthew 14. 23). His receiving 


their worship proves that he claimed 
to he God: iheir giving their worship 
proves that they gladly admitted his 
claim. Paul's "Christ who is over all, 
God blessed forever."

The Antidote for Evil. 


Again, Jesus claimed that he was 


himself the antidote for all evil. Men 
have presented their plans and philoso- 
phies for the remedying of earth's ills, 
but Jesus stands alone in presentins 
not a system, but himself as capable 
of supplying the need of the soul. Tt> 
ihe hungry sou! he says. "I am the 
bread of life." To men who stand per- 
plexed about the way from earth to 
heaven he says, "I am the way." To 
Pilate's question: "What is truth?" 
which is but the echo of the question 
of all the ages, he replies, "I am the 
truth." To the seeker after the se- 
crets of life he boldly says, "I am the 
life." To those who are groping in the 
dark he says. "I am the light of the 
world; he that followed! me shall not 
•nalk in darkness, but shall have the 
light of life." To a world crushed be- 
neath burdens of gQilt, superstition and 
ignorance he says, "Come unto me, all 
ye.that labor and are heavy laden, and 
I will give you rest," Instead of sys- 
tems of philosophy or plans of relief, he 
presents himself. This idea is not of. 
the earth. It was not man's way of 
doing before or since Jesus came. He 
stands alone as the one \vho offers him- 
self as the remedy for all evil. There 
was nothing in the thought of his age 
to suggest this: nothing in his en-

a mountain village, and village life 
tends to make men narrow. Travel may 
correct this tendency, but Jesus did not 
travel out of Palestine. Born of the 
tribe of Judah, and, havipg a legal 
right to the throne of David, we would, 
naturally expect him to share the nar- 
row bitter feelings of his Jewish kin- 
dred, and like them chafe under the 
loss of national glory. 
On the other j 


hand he shares none of their narrow | 
feelings. He teaches them a lesson in , 
brotherly love by condemning their j 
priest and levite for passing by on the \ 
other side, while he praises the hated j 
Samaritan who stops and helps the | 
v.-ounded man. 
All through his 
life 


there was a conflict between his uni- 
versal sympathy and the narrow big- 
otry of his people. Jesus was not Jew 
enough for the Jew^nor Roman enough 
for the Roman, nor Grecian enough for 
the Greek. They all rejected him, be- 
cause he belonged to all alike, and re- 
fused to belong to either exclusively. 
Thf forces at work in the world at that 
time did not produce such a man. He 
evidently brought into the world this 
new idea, which we find through revel- 
ation to be native to the world from 
which he came. 


Jesus also claimed that he was the 


Son of God. The high priest said to 
him on his trial, "I adjure thee by the 
living God, that thou tel! us whether 
thou be the Christ, the Son of God." Je- 
sus said unto him. "Thou hast said." 
(Matthew 26. 63.) The high priest un- 
derstood this answer as decidedly af- 
firmative, for he at once rends his 
clothes, exclaiming, 
"He hath spoken 


blasphemy,, what further need have \ve 
uf witnesses?" When Pilate wanted to 
let him go, the Je\\s cried out, 
"We 


hai'e a law, and by our law he ought to 
die, because lie made himself the Son 
of God." (.John 19.7). One of the charg- 
es flung into his face on tlie cross was 
that lie said, "I am the Son of God." 
(Matthew 27. 43). Thus the enemies of j 
Je^us testify that he claimed to be the 
Son of God. And his friends who were 
closest to him and best knew his m-incl | 
admit the claim. "I saw and bare rec-

"Some said he is a good man, others 
said, nay; but he deceiveth the people.'1 
(John 7: 12) Jesus Christ was either a
